GENERAL  PROVISIONS  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  for  the  Area. 


There  is  slow  but  definite  integration  of  the  Health  Service. s  As 
ever,  there  is  a  shortage  of  beds,  but  this  is  constantly  before  the  various 
committees  and  hason  committees,  whose  object  is  to  make  the  service  a 
success. 

The  winter  period  is  very  difficult  for  the  elderly  sick  and  ageing. 
This  IS  aggravated  by  two  factors,  one,  the  growing  reluctance  of  younger 
members  of  the  community  to  care  for  their  elders  at  Home,  and  two, 
the  much  longer  age  period  to  which  we  are  attaining,  which  of  itself 
accentuates  the  difficulties  of  the  first  named.  There  must  be  later 
retiring  age,  as  suitable  work  keeps  men  and  women  happier  and  healthier: 
and,  if  necessary,  some  incentive  ”  to  keep  the  old  people  at  home, 
particularly  as  it  is  so  very  expensive  to  maintain  institutional  treatment 
of  all  kinds  these  days. 

It  is  essential  that  there  should  be  the  right  approach  by  everybody 
in  these  days  of  the  Welfare  State,  and  the  sturdy  independence  of  the 
country  folk  is  a  great  help  therein.

It  is  obtained  from  Artesian  springs 
and  IS  softened  from  30  parts  to  10  parts  per  100,000  by  the  Permutit 
Spiractor  system,  and  is  then  chlorinated.

He  has  been  your  officer  for  27  years  and 
has  witnessed  a  remarkable  transformation  in  the  Public  Health  aspect 
of  the  District,  m  the  making  of  which  he  has  played  a  considerable  part. 
The  future  thereof  should  give  him  a  great  satisfaction  in  his  retirement 
and  the  Council  a  wonderful  sense  of  pride  in  the  accomplishment  of 
so  much  m  such  a  comparatively  short  time  in  the  history  of  a  community. 
I  append  a  copy  of  Mr.  Leach’s  last  report  which  gives  the  salient  facts 
and  figures  of  our  progress  m  just  over  a  quarter  of  a  century.

Infectious  Diseases 

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  6  cases  only,  and  this  one-time  dangerous 
and  crippling  disease  is  tamed  by  modern  anti-biotics. 
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Diphtheria.  Once  more  we  have  a  ml  return,  a  very  happy  position. 
But  at  the  risk  of  being  accused  of  crying  wolf  I  must  insist  that  we  shall 
get  a  recurrence  of  this  killer  disease  unless  immunisation  is  fully 
kept  up.  Is  it  too  much  to  ask  of  the  parents  of  today  who  get  such 
wonderful  education  in  all  its  aspects  that  they  think  for  the  future  of 
their  children? 

Measles.  Though  there  was  a  minor  epidemic  of  this  disease, 
thanks  to  the  modern  anti-biotics  we  had  no  deaths,  and  avoidance  of 
the  one-time  crippling,  devastating  and  annoying  aftermath  of  Bronchitis 
and  running  ears  was  unusual. 

Whooping  Cough.  We  had  also  a  minor  epidemic  of  this  distressing 
complaint.  But  there  were  no  deaths.  This  complaint,  though  first 
brought  to  notice  m  an  epidemic  in  Pans  m  1578,  has  no  great  antiquity 
as  a  disease  and  was  first  markedly  respected  m  England  a  hundred  years 
ago.  In  the  years  1851-55  it  caused  1.338  deaths  per  thousand  children 
under  15,  whereas  m  1945-1949  the  like  figure  was  .081  per  1000. 
The  small  medical  interest  m  it  in  the  past  was  probably  due  to  the 
very  unsuccessful  results  m  treatment  then.  The  casual  germ  is  probably 
as  violent  as  ever  but  modern  nutrition,  reduction  m  the  number  of  weakly 
children,  better  housing  etc.,  have  helped  to  reduce  the  danger.  Now 
we  have  the  anti-biotics,  Chloromycetin  and  Aureomycin  as  well,  and 
prophylactic  vaccines.  A  lot  of  effort  is  being  expended  on  the  latter, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  can  ameliorate  a  subsequent  attack  of  whooping 
cough  particularly  in  the  early  years  of  life  when  the  disease  is  most 
dangerous. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  in  view  of  the  danger  of  poliomyelitis  these 
days  the  injection  of  the  vaccine  should  be  subcutaneous,  and,  when 
the  vaccine  has  been  perfected,  there  is  no  doubt  it  will  rank  alongside 
diphtheria  immunisation  as  one  of  the  land  marks  of  modern  medicine. 


Housing 

This  continues  to  occupy  a  prominent  place  m  our  thoughts  and 
actions.  It  is  a  great  step  forward  that  the  private  individual  can  now 
build  his  own  dorhicile  with  a  minimum  of  interference  from  authority 
as  the  ownership  of  one’s  own  house  is  a  tremendous  spur  to  the 
individual’s  interest  m  things  parochial  and  national. 

The  attempt  to  improve  sub-standard  property  with  an  increase  in 
the  returns  therefrom  to  the  long  harassed  land-lord  is  another  over-due 
step,  helping  tenant,  landlord  and  local  authority.  The  latter,  ever 
mindful  of  the  misery  and  oft  ill-health  caused  by  housing  shortage  is 
pushing  on  with  the  erection  of  houses  which  is  a  wonderful  example 
of  real  modern  sociahsm-in-practice,  albeit  without  any  political  tags 
whatever. 
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By  the  end  of  the  year,  40  private  dwellings  were  m  course  of  con¬ 
struction  and  the  number  of  licences  being  issued  to  private  individuals 
continues  to  increase. 

Cancer 

One  in  seven  of  the  deaths  in  the  year  were  due  to  cancer.  Work  on  this 
subject  proceeds  apace.  It  is  the  confident  belief  of  eminent  authorities 
that  we  are  near  the  discovery  of  a  cure  for  the  same.  Cancer  of  the 
lung  has  hit  the  headlines  recently  in  connection  with  the  effect  of  smoking 
therein.  Whilst  statistics,  both  in  this  country  and  America,  are  sur¬ 
prisingly  similar  in  their  implications  as  to  the  effect  of  even  moderate 
smoking  m  the  incidence  of  cancer  of  this  type,  there  is  great  need  for 
further  detailed  study  to  pin-point  the  actual  “  irritant  ”  causal  factor. 
Meantime  a  counsel  of  real  moderation  should  be  the  watchword. 

Geriatrics 

The  question  of  our  ageing  population  is  ever  before  us  :  the  provision 
of  “half-way  houses”  and  hostels  for  the  very  elderly  without  home  or 
relatives  must  be  envisaged. 

In  conclusion  it  still  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  see  the  countryside 
getting  the  erstwhile  perquisites  of  the  town.  Electricity  must  be  made 
available  to  every  farm  and  hamlet.  Sewage  disposal  is  on  its  way. 

Withal  we  can  hope  for  the  continuous  physical  and  spiritual  con¬ 
tentment  of  the  countryside,  which  has  always  been  the  standby  of  this 
country. 

In  their  good  work,  I  once  again  wish  to  thank  your  officers  and  to 
wish  Mr.  Leach  a  long  and  happy  retirement.
